Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year 
ended  31st.  December  1969. 

The  Registrar  G-eneral's  estimate  of  the  population  of  the 
District  as  at  June  1969  was  23,770,  an  increase  of  60  on  last  years, 
which  was  23,710. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year 

was  338 • 


Deaths  occurring  in  19^9  amounted  to  277  (i.e.  150  males  and 
127  females.) 

Deaths  from  Cancer  of  all  sites  were  53,  this  represents 
19*01  % of  the  total  deaths  registered  and  lung  cancer  »Tas  classed  as 
being  responsible  for  14  deaths.  Heart  diseases  caused  95  deaths,  that 
is  34.2^o  of  the  total  deaths  registered,  and  vascular  lesions  caused 
44  deaths,  15.9/^  of  the  total. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18.0  per  thousand  live  births 
was  again  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  Country.  This  general  trend 
was  reflected  in  this  area  with  a rate  of  11.83  per  thousand  live  births. 

A total  of  112  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were 
recorded  during  the  year,  made  up  as  follows  : 101  Measles,  8 Scarlet 
Fever,  2 Tuberculosis  Respiratory  and  1 Tuberculosis  Non-Respiratory, 

Normally  I include  a paragraph  about  new  legislation  made  during 
the  year  which  particularly  affects  the  duties  of  a Medical  Officer  and  his 
staff. 


In  contrast  I wish  to  comment  on  the  lack  of  progress  in  the 
elimination  of  Brucellosis  in  cattle  which  can  cause  Undulant  Fever  in 
humans.  More  positive  action,  similar  to  the  compulsary  eradication 
scheme  we  had  for  Tuberculosis  in  the  1950’s  and  1960's,  with  compensation 
for  known  infected  animals,  is  needed. 

The  voluntary  scheme  of  accredited  Brucellosis  Free  Herds  in 
1969  was  only  touching  the  surface  of  the  problem.  What  could  have  been 
more  frustrating  to  public  health  staff  both  in  th<  field  and  at  the 
laboratory  but  to  isolate  an  infected  cow  and  ther  know  that  it  has  been 
sent  to  a life  stock  market  in  another  authorities  area  for  sale.  However, 
at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  a new  Brucellosis  Incentives  Scheme 
has  just  been  brought  in,  giving  farmers  who  join  the  scheme  an  incentive 
of  l^d.  per  gallon  for  at  least  5 years.  In  addition,  it  is  proposed  to 
commence  compulsory  eradication  in  1971,  but  Derbyshire  will  be  many  years 
before  they  commence  as  the  policy  is  to  start  where  the  problems  are  easiest. 
I believe  wc-  should  have  the  diseases  Brucellosis  and  Undulant  Fever  made 
notifiable  under  the  Infectious  Disease  Regulations,  in  this  way  more  useful 
follow-up  work  could  be  done.

I have  also  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  the  General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors,  and  District 
Nurses  for  their  help  and  co-operation,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  their  support  and  assistance,  and 
to  the  staff  of  my  Department  for  their  untiring  efforts  during  the  year.

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PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  COMPOSITION  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Rural  District  of  Belper  lies  in  the  south  of  Derbyshire  and 
is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Urban  District  of  Matlock  and  the  Chesterfield 
Rural  District,  on  the  south  by  the  County  Borough  of  Derby,  the  South  East 
Derbyhhire  Rural  District  and  the  Repton  Rural  District,  on  the  east  by  Urban 
Districts  of  Alfreton,  Ripley,  Heanor  and  Ilkeston  Borough,  and  on  the  west 
by  the  Wirksworth  Urban  and  Ashbourne  Rural  Districts.  The  altitude  of 
the  area  varies  considerably  from  170  O.D.  at  Duf field  in  the  south  to  1,000  O.D. 
in  the  north  at  Ashleyhay.  The  River  Derwent  entering  the  rural  district  at 
Lea  Wood  on  the  260  feet  contour,  flows  from  north  to  south  dividing  the  area 
fairly  equally  into  east  and  west.  The  eastern  parishes  are  where  the 
industries  are  found  and  the  residential  and  agricultural  parishes  are  sited 
chiefly  on  the  west  bank  of  the  river. 

A circle  of  approximately  10  miles  radius,  struck  from  the 
Council  Offices,  encloses  the  2 6 parishes  which  are  under  the  Council's 
administration. 

Representation  on  the  Rural  District  Council  varies,  one  parish 
sending  three  councillors  and  in  another  instance  one  representative  sits 
for  two  parishes.  The  total  representation  is  29  councillors. 

PRINCIPAL  LOCAL  INDUSTRIES 

The  principal  local  industries  are  Glazed  Pipe  making,  Light  Weight 
Building  Aggregate  Blocks,  Wire  Drawing,  Colour  Pigment  Manufacture,  Pottery 
and  China  W are  making  and  decoration,  Agriculture,  and  Cotton  Knitwear 
manufacturing.  A large  Industrial  Estate  has  developed  over  the  last  four 
years  known  as  the  Heanor  Gate  Industrial  Estate  and  at  the  end  of  1969 
fourteen  different  types  of  factories  and  work  places  had  been  established 
and  three  others  were  in  the  process  of  being  built.

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DEATHS 


During  the  year  277  deaths  were  registered  (150  Mai  es  ani  127  Fej  ilea). 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  therefore  stands  at  11.7  per  1,000  population. 

This  figure  must  be  multiplied  by  the  area  comparability  factor  supplied  by 
the  Registrar  G-eneral  to  make  allowances  for  the  way  in  which  sex  and  age 
distribution  of  the  lecal  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole.  In  addition  the  death  rate  comparability  factor  has  been  adjusted 
specifically  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institution  in 
each  area.  When  the  crude  death  rate  is  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area 
comparability  factor,  it  is  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area. 

The  Comparability  Factor  for  this  area  is  .99  and  the  Crude  Death 
Rate  when  multiplied  by  the  Factor,  gives  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  11.6. 

Cancer  was  responsible  for  53  deaths  (26  Males  and  27  Females), 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  was  classed  as  responsible  for  44-  deaths, 
(15  Males  and  29  Females),  and  Ischaemic  heart  disease  caused  83  deaths. 

Taking  all  heart  diseases  together  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  these 
diseases  was  95  (63  Males  and  32  Females). 

Bronchitis  was  the  cause  of  13  deaths  (20  in  1968)  and  Pneumonia 
caused  17  deaths  (10  in  1968).  There  were  2 deaths  from  Influenza,  and 
deaths  from  "Other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system"  numbered  5 the  same 
as  alst  year.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


A total  of  112  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

MEASLES 


101  cases  were  notified,  the  5“9  year  age  group  had  the  most 
notifiable  cases  (47). 


It  is  worth  remembering  that  the  enquiry  in  1964  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  published  in  the  British  Medical  Journal  showed 
that  .1  in  15  persons  suffering  from  measles  developed  a potentially  serious 
complication,  and  that  4 per  1,000  suffered  from  neurological  disturbance 
(in  a quarter  of  whom  there  was  evidence  of  impaired  consciousness  or 
encephalitis).  Against  this  must  be  set  the  growing  volume  of  evidence  that 
currently  available  measles  vaccines  are  relatively  free  from  serious  adverse 
reactions.  Local  health  authorities'  returns  show  that  1,117,268  children 
were  given  mea.sles  vaccine  in  England  and  Wales  between  the  beginning  of  the 
campaign  in  May  1968  and  the  end  of  December  1969-  Over  the  slightly  longer 
period  from  May  1968  until  the  end  of  April  1970,  the  number  of  reactions  to 
measles  vaccine  reported  totalled  273* 

It  is  hoped  that  these  figures  clearly  show  the  benefit  of 
measles  vaccination,  and  that  everyone  will  support  efforts  to  ensure  its 
general  use  for  all  susceptible  children  up  to  and  including  the  age  of  15.

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B.C.G-.  VACCINATION 


The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered  by 
the  Chest  Physicians  on  the  ondjnand  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  on  the 
other,  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  The  Scheme  administered 
by  the  Chest  Physicians  is  limited  to  children  who  have  been  in  contact  with 
cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculcsis  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for  school 
children  of  the  age  of  13  years  and  upwards,  and  here  I would  like  to  comment 
that  there  is  a marked  reluctance  on  the  parents  part  to  agree  to  their 
children  being  given  this  very  worthwhile  examination  and  test. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  the  district  since 
1946,  and  hone  occurred  during  the  year  under  review. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  J.B.S.  Morgan,  County  Medical  Officer,  who 
has  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding  Diphtheria  Immunisations 
carried  out  during  the  year  in  this  district. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  during  the  year  is  as  follows  : 

Primary  Immunisations  - 214 
Booster  Injections  - 335 

This  gives  a further  decrease  of  both  primary  immunisations  and  booster 
injections  as  compared  to  last  year’s  figures. 

POLIOMYELITIS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS  VAC  C DU J ION 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  pear,  but  freedom 
from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continued  to  bring  their 
children  for  vaccination. 


IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  WHOOPING-  COUGH  AND  TETANUS 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints  is 
available  through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same  arrangements 
remained  in  force  throughout  the  year.  Injections  are  given  at  the  County 
Council  Clinic,  or  by  the  G-eneral  Practitioners  and  booster  doses  are  given 
after  the  recommended  interval  has  elapsed.

These  two  Acts  give  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and 
attention  for  persons  who

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  undertaken  by 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  19&9- 

The  most  important  piece  of  new  legislation  introduced  during 
the  year  was  the  Housing  Act,  1969.  This  dealt  with  house  improvement 
and  repair,  rents  of  dwellings  provided  with  standard  amenities,  slum 
clearance,  and  houses  in  multiple  occupation.  The  pait  dealing  with 
house  improvement  had  most  impact  on  the  Department,  in  that  the 
maximum  to  the  ordinary  standard  grant  was  raised  from  £155  to  £200, 
the  higher  standard  grant  from  £550  to  £450,  and  the  discretionary  grant 
from  £400  to  £1,000.  It  also  extended  the  discretionary  grant  to  include 
in  the  cost  of  work  ranking  for  grant  certain  repairs  and  replacements 
needed  for  the  purpose  of  making  fully  effective  the  improvement  works 
carried  out  at  the  same  time.  The  enactment  of  the  new  Act  was  followed 
by  considerable  publicity  by  the  Ministry  and  a consequent  increase  in 
the  number  of  enquiries  and  applications  being  made. 

The  Council’s  policy  of  extending  the  sewerage  systems  in  the 
parishes,  and  the  provision  of  new  or  extended  sewage  disposal  works 
has  continued,  mainly  in  the  planning  stages  at  the  present  time.  The 
large  extension  to  the  Duffield  works  has  proceeded  and  delays  in 
provisions  in  other  parishes  are  being  overcome,  and  it  is  hoped  for  an 
early  approval  of  the  Eastern  Parishes  Scheme. 

The  manufacture,  storage,  and  handling  of  foodstuffs  in  the 
district,  is  generally  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner,  and  few 
complaints  are  received  either  as  to  the  condition  of  food  articles  or 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  managed  in  the  shops,  stores,  and 
warehouses.  A proportion  of  the  foodstuffs  appearing  in  the  list 

inthe  body  of  the  report  as  being  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption  were  taken  by  the  Inspectors  as  a result  of  break-downs  in 
the  electricity  supply  to  shop  refrigerators.  Such  an  occurrence  over 
the  week-end  can  have  a disastrous  effect  on  the  whole  of  the  contents 
of  a refrigerator. 

Any  easing  off  of  pressure  of  work  on  the  Public  Health 
Department  as  a result  of  the  loss  of  Allestree  and  Darley  Abbey  has 
not  been  noticed,  as  the  amount  of  work  increases  in  the  remaining 
parts  of  the  district. 

The  sympathetic  hearing  of  the  members  of  the  Council,  and  the 
continued  support  of  any  schemes  or  policies  submitted  by  the  Department 
is  appreciated.  I am  indebted  to  the  other  officials  of  the  Council  for 
their  help  whenever  it  has  been  sought,  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  amount  of  work  undertaken  with  a minimum  of 
supervision.

The  whole  of  the  CoUnoil's  distriot  i9  ocrvre:red  by  the  direct  .labour 
scheme  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse,  the  emptying  of  pail  closets,  and 
the  emptying  of  cesspools  and  septic  tanks. 

House  Refuse  Collection 


The  district  is  divided  into  five  areas  for  the  purpose  of  house 
refuse  collection.  One  driver-loader  and  three  collectors  work  in  the 
parishes  of  Duffield  and  Quarndon.  One  driver-loader  and  one  collector, 
who  is  also  a relief  driver,  clear  all  the  western  parishes,  and  this  lorry 
and  the  Duffield  lorry  are  housed  at  the  Duffield  depot.  Two  teams  each 
consisting  of  one  driver-loader  and  four  collectors,  work  from  the  Kilburn 
depot  and  are  responsible  for  the  parishes  of  Holbrook,  Horsley,  Kilburn, 

Denby,  Horsley  Woodhouse,  Smalley,  Mapperley  and  Shipley.  The  northern  area 
is  served  by  two  vehicles,  one  being  a smaller  vehicle  because  of  the  difficulty 
of  manoouvreability  in  some  of  the  very  steep  and  narrow  roads,  both  working 
from  the  Crich  depot.  The  two  lorries  are  manned  by  nine  collectors,  one  of 
whom  is  classed  as  a foreman  driver/loader,  and  two  are  retained  as  driver-loader 
but  during  certain  parts  of  each  week  this  number  is  depleted  by  transfer  to  the 
second  cesspool  emptying  vehicle  to  cope  with  the  numbe"  of  applications 
received  for  cesspool  emptyings. 

The  total  labour  force  cf  25  men,  under  the  control  of  a general 
foreman,  employed  on  house  refuse  collection,  have  six  lorries  in  constant 
use,  working  from  three  depots,  Crich,  Duffield  and  Kilburn,  and  one  spare 
lorry  is  kept  licensed  for  use  in  the  event  of  breakdown  or  repair  and 
maintenance  on  other  vehicles. 


An  incentive  bonus  scheme  has  been  adopted  for  the  V+  collectors, 
including  drivers,  working  in  the  Duffield,  Kilburn  and  Smalley  areas. 

Refuse  Tips 

The  Duffield,  Western  parishes ^Kilburn  and  Smalley  lorries 
continued  to  deliver  refuse  to  the  tip  at  Darley  Abbey,  owned  by  this 
Council,  where  we  also  accepted,  on  payment  from  Derby  County  Borough 
Council,  the  house  refuse  collected  by  the  Borough  Council  in  Allestree  and 
Darley  Abbey.  The  refuse  from  the  northern  area  is  tipped  at  the  Council's 
refuse  tip  off  Inns  Lane,  South  Wingfield.  Because  of  low  rentals  we  have  also 

continued  the  lease  of  land  at  Sandy  Lane,  Horsley,  and  tipping  rights  at  Hilt’s 
Quarry,  Crich,  which,  although  not  used  at  the  present  time,  could  prove  most 
useful  as  temporary  tips  in  an  emergency. 

The  full-time  tip  attendant,  aided  by  the  use  of  a Massey-Ferguson 
tractor  with  shovel  and  blade,  deals  with  the  tips  at  Darley  Abbey  and  South 
Wingfield. 


Collection 


There  was  no  separation  and  baling  for  sale  of  w aste  paper,  the 
service  ceasing  during  the  previous  year  when  the  full-time  paper  baler 
retired  on  pension. 


Fail  Closet  and  Cesspo ol  Emptying 

A driver-loader  and  one  leader  are  employed  on  each  Monday, 

Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  on  the  emptying  of  all  pail  closets  in  the  district 
for  which  they  are  paid  an  incentive  bonus  if  completing  the  work  within 
three  days,  so  as  to  allow  of  additional  time  during  the  remainder  of  the 
week  for  cesspool  and  septic  tank  emptyings  The  second  cesspool  emptying 
vehicle  has  to  be  manned  by  a driver  and  loader  borrowed  from  the  Crich 
refuse  collecting  teams  towards  the  end  of  each  week  in  order  to  deal  with  all 
the  work  of  emptying  cesspools  and  septic  tanks,  and  very  frequently  overtime 
has  to  be  wormed  on  this  service.

fill  diseased  and  unsound  neat  and  offal  is  stained  green  before 
leaving  the  slaughterhouses  and  removed  to  authorised  premises  for  sterilisation 
and  all  raw  knacker  neat  sold  for  pers ’ meat  is  stained  before  sale. 

Other  unsound  foods  are  disposed  of  on  the  refuse  tips  under  supervision 
where  several ’leads  of  material  immediately  cover  it. 

On  the  1st  November  1969,  the  Meat  (Sterilisation)  Regulations,  1969, 
came  into  operation  which  requires  that  all  unfit  and  unsound  food  must  be 
sterilised  before  re-sale. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

(a.)  Sanpling  of  Milk  and  Other  Foods 


The  duty  of  sanpling  nilk  and  other  foods  for  the  purposes  cf 
Section  2 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  falls  upon  the  County  Council,  and 
I an  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Markland,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  County  Analyst,  for  the 
following  report  : 

"In  this  area  170  samples,  including  98  Milks  were  taken. 


A snail  amount  of  Penicillin  was  found  in  a sample  of  Milk.  A 
formal  sample  was  taken  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  One  sanple  of 
Milk  contained  a trace  of  added  water  and  the  supplier  was  cautioned. 

Two  samples  of  Custard  Powder  (an  informal  sample  followed 
by  a formal  sanple)  each  contained  a non-pemitted  colouring  patter. 
The  manufacturers  were  cautioned. 

A sanple  of  Beef  Sausage  contained  Sulphur  Dioxide  Preservative 
although  this  was  not  declared  at  the  tine  of  sale.  The  manufacturer 
was  cautioned. 

Dried  Mixed  Herbs  had  an  unsatisfactory  label  (no  declaration 
of  ingredients).  The  natter  was  taken  up  with  the  manufacturers. 


Dessert  Topping  contained  a non-pemitted  preservative. 
This  was  an  imported  article  and  the  importers  were  cautioned." 


(b)  Preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages,  potted,  pressed  or 
preserved  food  intended  for  sale . 

During  the  year  no  new  premises  were  registered  for  the  manufacture 
of  meat  products  etc.,  and  14  premises  remained  registered  under  Section  16 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  9 in  connection  with  the  preparation  or 
manufacture  of  sausages  or  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  neats 
intended  for  sale  and  5 fish  friers. 

( c ) Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice-Cream. 

Under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  one  new 
registration  was  made  during  the  year,  giving  a total  by  the  end  of  the 
year  of  2 premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice-cream 
and  87  premises  registered  for  the  sale  only  of  ice-cream. 

During  the  summer  months,  nine  samples  of  ice-cream  sold  in  the 
district  were  taken  as  a check  on  cleanliness  and  efficiency  of  nanuf acture .

Arising  out  of  this  regular  sampling,  there  is  a spirit  of 
co-operation  between  manufacturer  and  District  Inspectors,  and  attempts 
are  always  made  to  eliminate  any  cause  for  a drop  in  quality  below  G-rade  I. 
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(d)  Food  not  of  the  nature,  or  substance,  or  quality  demanded . 

Two  notifications  of  bread  bought  by  householders  and  found  to 
be  unsatisfactory  were  received  during  the  year  and  in  each  case  detailed 
investigations  both  locally  at  the  shop  and  at  the  place  of  manufacture  were 
carried  out. 

These  complaints  concerned  the  foods  as  detailed  in  the  following 

table  : -

The  manufacturers  in  both  cases  were  anxious  to  co-operate  and 
eliminate  complaints,  and  carried  out  a full  enquiry.  The  first  complaint 
of  brown  matter  in  the  loaf  was  finally  diagnosed  as  gelatonised  vegetable 
oil  which  is  normally  used  to  lubricate  baking  machinery.  Although  not 
very  pleasant  to  find  by  a consumer  being  pure  vegetable  oil  it  is  consequently 
completely  harmless. 

The  second  bread  complaint  referred  to  a loaf  of  bread  found  to 
be  mouldy  on  being  opened,  investigations  found  that  the  bread  was  in  fact 
opened  5 days  after  being  baked  and  the  bakery  were  of  the  opinion  that  in 
hot,  humid  weather  48  hours  is  as  long  as  a loaf  should  be  expected  to  keep 
in  first  class  condition. 

Cans  not  sealed  correctly 

Although  not  consumer  complaints,  three  serious  cases  of  bad  sealing 
in  food  products  came  to  the  department's  notice  during  the  year  and  follow-up 
investigations  were  instituted.  In  all  three  cases  the  manufacturers  themselves 
were  greatly  concerned  and  it  is  believed  that  this  action  has  helped  to  tighten 
up  checking  of  finished  products  at  all  three  factories.

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(e)  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Reflations , 1959 
Brucellosis 

I wish  to  present  details  of  the  sampling  undertaken  by  your  Public 
Healch  Inspectors  during  the  year  1969. for  the . detecting  of  Brucellosis  in 
supplies  of  raw  farm  bottled  milk  within  the  district. 

This  sampling  commenced  partially  as  a result  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  17/66  but  also  following  the  joint  meeting  at  Matlock 
of  eleven  Derbyshire  Medical  Officers.  At  this  meeting  it  was  agreed  that 
the  most  practical  approach  to  this  problem  would  be  by  regular  sampling 
on  a three  monthly  basis  by  District  Councils. 

Good  progress  was  made  during  the  year  and  89  samples  were 

taken.

An  approach  was  made  in  1969  by  the  Derby  Public  Health  Laboratory  to 
co-operate  in  a sampling  survey  of  fresh  cream  in  Derbyshire  in  order  that  a 
special  report  could  be  made.  This  authority  assisted  in  this  survey  by 
collecting  from  time  to  time  33  samples  both  from  retail  shops  and  irom  places 
or  production  i.e.  farms. 


The  results  are  tabled  below  in  Grade  I-IV,  but  it  should  be  noted  that 
these  grades  have  as  yet  no  legal  standing  and  only  act  as  an  indication  of 
production  techniques.  Considerable  follow-up  work  is  really  necessary  to 
achieve  ideal  results,  but  this  survey  nevertheless  drew  the  farmers  and  shop 
keepers  attention  to  the  need  for  absolute  cleanliness  in  all  parts  of  cream 
manufacturing  from  the  actual  separating  equipment  to  methods  oi  cartoning  and 
to  the  actual  sale  from  chilled  display  cabinets.  It  is  anticipated  that  furth* 
samples  will  be  taken  in  1970}  with  we  hope,  a great  improvement.

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FOOD  HYG-IENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS , i960 


The  general  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises 
throughout  the  district  is  reasonably  satisfactory,  but  from  time 
to  time  minor  defects  and  sub-standard  conditions  are  pointed  out  to 
the  occupiers  of  premises  as  a result  of  routine  inspections.  No 
legal  proceedings  were  instituted  during  the  year. 

Applications  for  new  food  premises  are  scrutinised  at  the 
time  of  submission  under  the  Building  Regulations  or  for  planning 
approval.  This  is  often  the  means  of  obtaining  an  improved  layout 
and  the  proper  installation  of  all  the  required  facilities  for  correct 
handling  of  food,  the  cleansing  of  utensils  and  the  personal  cleanliness 
of  the  food  handlers. 


PBTROLhUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928 


No  new  premises  were  licensed  during  the  year  and  no  additional 
storage  facilities  at  existing  licensed  premises  were  installed.  Three 
premises  stopped  storing  petrol  during  the  latter  part  of  1968  and  have  not 
been  re-licensed  since, 

Altogether  there  are  now  6l  premises  licensed  to  store  petroleum 
spirit  underground  and  the  total  capacity  is  182,750  gallons,  plus  1,210 
gallons  at  five  separate  "can  stores". 

Commencing  in  1969  this  authority  in  order  tc  come  into  line 
with  the  .latest  Home  Office  Code  of  Practice  started  requiring  the  completion 
of  an  Annual  Electrical  Safety  Certificate  before  renewing  the  license  for 
a further  year.  This  Certificate  has  to  be  completed  by  an  approved 
electrical  contractor  and  goes  along  way  in  ensuring  there  are  no  hazards 
on  the  electrical  side  of  petrol  filling  stations,  in  addition  to  this  all 
the  premises  are  visited  annually  and  made  the  subject  of  a detailed  inspectio 
by  the  District  Petroleum  Officer  prior  to  renewal  of  the  lienee.

During  1969,  2 new  caravan  site  licences  were  issued,  involving  2 
caravans,  and  one  site  which  had  previously  been  licensed  for  one  caravan 
was  removed  from  the  register  on  the  expiration  of  a limited  permission.

On  the  1st  October,  1969,  the  Helper  Rural  District  (no.i) 
(Shipley)  Smoke  Control  Order  1967  came  into  operation  covering  217  acres 
where  the  parish  adjoins  Ilkeston  Borough. 


During  the  summer  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
G-overnment  approved  the  Belper  Rural  District  (No. 2)( Shipley)  Smoke 
Control  Order  1969  and  conversions  on  this  adjoining  24-8  acres  commenced, 
the  Order  will  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  April  1971* 


It  has  been  interesting  to  note  that  whereas  5 years  ago  smoke 
control  had  no  popular  appeal  to  either  the  public  or  politicians.  Today 
pollution  of  the  environment  which  includes  atmospheric  pollution  is  the 
talking  point  in  many  places.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 

During  the  jrear . twelve  water  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  sampling  involving  six  separate 
properties.  All  the  supplies  were  private  well  or  spring  supplies  and  the 
majority  were  found  to  be  unsuitable  for  drinking  purposes  without  either 
being  chlorinated  or  certain  works  being  carried  out  to  prevent  pollution. 


In  one  case  involving  two  samples  steps  were  immediately  put  in 
hand  by  the  landlord  to  connect  to  the  public  water  supply  which  had  just 
become  available  for  the  first  time. 


The  majority  of  the  properties  were  involved  with  improvement 
grants,  and  as  a wholesome  supply  of  water  is  a pre-requisite  to  any  approval, 
a series  of  samples  are  usually  taken.

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The  following  observations  as  to  water  supplies  have 
been  received  from  Mr.  I.  G.  Edwards,  the  Engineer  ai -a  General 
Manager  of  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board. 


(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in 
quantity  and  generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated 
water.  A total  of  89  bacteriological,  6 chemical  and 
81  partial  chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year, 
both  at  the  works  and  from  various  points  in  the  Rural 
District.  Of  the  89  bacteriological  samples,  11  indicated 
the  presence  of  coliforms.  Further  check  samples 
indicated  colif orm-f ree  waters. 

The  supply  to  the  parishes  of  Mackworth  and  Quarndon 
is  derived  from  infiltration  tunnels  and  the  River 
Derwent  at  Little  Eaton,  together  with  a treated 
water  supply  received  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water 
Board.  The  local  water  is  filtered  and  sterilised  at 
Little  Eaton  Works. 

The  remainder  of  the  Belper  Rural  District  is  supplied 
mainly  with  water  received  from  the  Derwent  Valley 
Water  Board.  The  fluoride  content  of  the  mixture  of 
Little  Eaton  and  Derwent  Valley  Water  averages  0.31  p.p.m. 
and  of  Derwent  Valley  Water  0.1 3 p.p.m. 

(c)  None  of  the  water  as  supplied  to  the  consumer  in  this 
area  is  liable  to  plumb o-sol vent  action. 

(d)  All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into 
supply. 

(e)  The  number  of  dwelling  houses,  houses  and  shops,  and  the 
estimated  population  is  shown  on  the  attached  list.  I 
have  no  record  as  to  the  number  of  supplies  by  means  of 
standpipes.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


(a)  The  following  sewerage  schemes  were  completed  during  1969:- 

(1)  Hazelwood  and  Windley  Sewerage  Scheme  - The  original  scheme 
together  with  the  extension  to  provide  first-time  drainage 
facilities  at  13  properties  at  Flower  Lilies,  Windley,  and 
3 properties  at  Gunhills  Lane,  Windley. 

(2)  Extension  of  sewer  to  provide  first-time  drainage  facilities 
to  the  Vicarage,  Church  Street,  Deriby. 

(b)  The  f ollowing  schemes  were  in  progress  or  in  course  of  preparation 
during  1969:- 

(1)  Extensions  to  Duffield  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  commenced. 
The  work  is  proceeding  satisfactorily  with  an  estimated 
completion  date  of  August,  1970. 

(2)  The  relaying  of  12”  diameter  sewers  at  Main  Road,  Smalley, 
to  alleviate  flooding  of  properties  v/hich  occur  during  storm 
conditions , was  approved  and  work  has  been  commenced. 

(3)  The  Pentrich  Sewerage  Scheme  has  now  received  Ministerial 
approval  and  it  is  hoped  to  commence  work  during  the  summer 
of  1970. 

(A)  The  scheme  to  abandon  the  Quarndon  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval  and  it  is 
understood  that  formal  approval  will  be  received  shortly. 

(3)  The  Eastern  Parishes  Scheme  for  Sewage  Disposal  was 

submitted  to  the  Ministry  but  the  engineering  investigation 
has  not  yet  been  held. 

(6)  The  Scheme  for  the  new  works  at  South  Wingfield  is  in  an 
advanced  stage  of  preparation  and,  in  view  of  the  difficulties 
in  reaching  agreement  for  the  purchase  of  the  works  site,  a 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  has  been  made  but  has  yet  to  be 
confirmed  by  the  Ministry. 

(7)  At  Heanor  Road,  Smalley,  a scheme  was  put  in  hand  to  relay 
a sewer  damaged  by  mining  subsidence. 

(8)  Schemes  for  the  extension  of  the  sewers  at  Openwood  Road, 
Openwoodgate , and  Shop  Hill,  Hazelwood,  were  prepared  for 
submission  to  the  Ministry. 

(9)  The  Schemes  for  Fritchley  and  ".'hat  stand  we  11  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  and  the  Scheme  to  abandon  the  Mapperley  Disposal  Works 
are  in  hand. 

(10)  The  Scheme  to  alleviate  flooding  at  Lower  Kilburn  has  now  beer- 
submitted  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  and  it  is  hoped  to  commence  work  within 
the  very  near  future. 

(11)  A Scheme  for  the  alleviation  of  flooding  of  properties  at 
Church  Street,  Horsley,  has  been  issued  for  submission  to  the 
Ministry. 

(c)  In  February,  1969,  the  Council  accepted  the  Principles  of  Liaison 
prepared  by  the  Trent  River  Authority  as  a basis  for  development, 
with  the  result  that  development  has  been  severely  restricted  in  a 
number  of  parishes  due  to  the  lack  of  adequate  sewage  disposal 
facilities. 

In  the  western  and  southern  parts  of  the  district  the  facilities 
are  adequate  except  at  Quarndon  and  Kirk  Langley. 
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The  Qua.rnd.on  Scheme  is  shortly  to  be  commenced  and  this  work  w U 
meet  the  difficulties  in  this  area,  but  the  position  at  the  Kirk 
Langley  Works  has  yet  to  be  resolved. 

In  the  Eastern  Parishes  8 existing  works  are  causing  serious 
concern  and  development  has  been  restricted  in  Holbrook,  Horsley 
Woodhouse,  Kilbura  and  Smalley  Parishes  due  to  the  inadequate 
facilities  available.  The  Eastern  Parishes  Scheme  when  completed 
will  remove  all  restriction  on  development  from  the  point  of  view 
of  drainage  and  this  scheme  is  urgently  needed  to  allow  future 
development  and  to  reduce  pollution  which  is  at  present  occuring. 

Mapperley  Works  are  also  in  a very  poor  condition  and  similarly 
a new  scheme  is  urgently  required. 

In  the  north  of  the  area  the  works  at  South  Wingfield  are  causing 
concern  and  the  scheme  which  is  shortly  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  for  the  abandonment  of  these  works  and  construction  of 
a central  new  works  is  urgently  required.  Here  again,  there  are 
restrictions  on  development  to  avoid  pollution. 

In  the  case  cf  the  Whatstandwell  and  Fritchley  Works , difficulties 
are  being  experienced  in  obtaining  final  effluents  of  the  required 
standard  and  a scheme  is  in  hand  for  their  improvement.
